I conld have wiſhed ſo much moderation in the 
French Embaſſidor (if the jealouſfie procced from 
bimſclfe) char he had firſt been well grounded to 
have proved his Accufartion : If by Order from the 
King his Maſter, thr he would have been pleafed, to 
have asked this Q-eſtion of His Majeſty, before he 
brought ir into publiqre, zo whom, he cannoe doubt, 
that I have given accour.t of my Ations ? 

But. ſecing he hath preſented me before the Lords, 
I am not forry nor unwilling to parge my ſeſfe before 
ſo Hororab'e Jndges : nor thar I am fallen into your 
Lord(hips.

Your Lordſhip and-many of the honorable Peeres, 
havelong known me : I am not ignorant, either of my 
Duty, or the preſent conjunfure of Europe, and ſhall 
end with this Profeſſion : that as I am a faithfull Ser- 
vant to my Vaſter, ſo I am a good and true liſh- 
man,neither French, Spanifh, Auftrtan,nor Dutch,nor 
for any reſpedts ſhall ever be : which I wiſh were the 
erue Character of all my Countrymen, of which, 
when I ſhall have the honos eo render 2n Accompt (if 
I be called unto it) to the high Court of Parliament, 
I am confident that I ſhall not onely juftifie all my

Was confident that the whole courſe of my Life, 
[| and the warineſſe I have learnt by long experience, 
would have prevented my neceſſity of making an 
Apologie, efpecially to the Honourable Houle of 
Commons (whercof I am an humble Member) cither 
of my intentions or Aions.” But having underſtood 
that I have been Accuſed by the French Embaſſador, 
To haveoffered to the King of Hungary, iz the Name of 
His Majeſty,my Maſt er, « League Offenſive and Defens 
frye ggamſt all men, upon condition of reſtitution and re- 
entegration of the Prince Eleflcy Palatine to his Lands 
and diguities « whith being in contravention of the 
L eaque between His Majeſty, the French King, and the

Therefore I muſt proteſt, 
with all reverence to the thrice Chriſtian Kangy and 
due reſpe@ to his Embaſſador as his clentanr and 
without Relation tothe command of "the ve, or obe- 
dience of the other ; rhe whole Accaſation in forme 
and matter, in ſubſtance and circumſtance, is unjuſt, 
and in the firſt Inventer falſe, and 2gainſt Innocencys 
Truth, and Faithfull ſervice, Scandalons.
